City OK

A formal offer of sale to the
Dominguez Water Co. has been
made by the board of directors
of the Narbonne Ranch Water
Co. No. 3, it was reported by
an officer of the mutual water
company this week:

Harold F. LaMour, vice presi-
dent of the water firm which
serves much of the Torrance
oilfield area, said the Domin-
guez firm expressed interest in
buying the water rights, “but
... it was definitely stated that
they were reluctant to proceed
without the knowledge and ap-
proval of the council of the city
of Torrance.”

DOMINGUEZ has been in-
volved with the city in other
disputed water rights cases,
and is currently battling before
the Public Utilities Commis-
sion to regain the right to
serve water to the Southwest
Park area which it is schedul-
ed to give up in about five
years.

“In considering this matter
of sale, it should be kept in
mind that the people of south
Torrance will benefit in three
ways,” LaMour said in a letter
to Mayor Albert Isen about the
proposed Dominguez deal.
